Former  Vice  President  Hubert  Humphrey  On  Campus 
As  Part  Of  NSl  Distinguished  Lecturer  Series 


Former  vice-president 
Hubert  H.  Humphrey  said  at 
Northwestern  recently  that, 
had  he  been  elected  president 
in  1968,  the  United  States 
would  be  out  of  the  war  in 
Southeast  Asia, 

"I  have  never  made  this 
statement  publicly."  Hum- 
phrey told  an  overflow 
audience  in  NSU's  Fine  Arts 
Auditorium,  "but  I  can  assure 
you  that  if  I  had  been 
president  for  the  past  three 
years,  this  country  would  be 
out  of  the  Vietnam  War." 

Humphrey  said  America 
cannot  continue  "to  pour 
billions  and  billions  of  dollars 
into  a  war  in  Vietnam  and  still 
meet  its  committments  to  its 
own  people,  such  as  child 
care,  health  care,  good 
schools,  caring  for  the  elderly 
and  rebuilding  our  cities." 

Speaking  as  part  of  Nor- 
thwestern's  Distinguished 
Lecturer  Series,  the  Min- 
nesota Senator  stated.  "In 
June,  the  United  States  will 
have  twen  at  war  in  Vietnam 
longer  than  the  time  it  took  for 


us  to  defeat  Hitler  in  the 
1940's.  It  should  not  take  that 
long  to  correct  an  error  and 
end  this  horrible  war." 

Proclaiming  that  the 
strength  of  a  nation  is  not  in 
the  cutting  edge  of  its  military 
power,  Humphrey  told  the 
audience  of  some  2.000  per-

sons  that  "Now  is  the  time  to 
halt  the  diversion  of  national 
resources  into  the  machinery 
of  war  and  to  dedicate  them  to 
critical  human  needs.  Now  is 
the  time  to  heal  the  deep 
wounds  of  division  in  America 
over  this  war. 

An  unannounced  but  very 
definite  candidate  for  the 
Democratic  nomination  for 
president,  Humphrey  said  in 
answer  to  a  question  during  a 
press  conference.  "I  don't 
think  it  is  any  secret  that  I  am 
going  to  run  for  president .  but 
you  will  have  to  wait  until 
Monday  for  the  official  an- 
nouncement." 

Humphrey.  during  a 
question  and  answer  session 
following  his  address,  touched 
on  a  wide  range  of  subjects, 
including  unemployment, 
economic  policies,  an  all- 
volunteer  army,  the  military 
draft  .  sdiool  busing,  and  the 
18-year -old-vote. 

Humphrey  was  introduced 
by  Greg  O'Quin  of  Alexandria. 


Should  Be  Ready 
For  Fall  Semester 

Northwestern 's  new  $3 
million  library  will  be  named 
in  memory  of  Dr.  Eugene  P. 
Watson,  who  served  as 
librarian  at  NSU  from  1940 
until  his  death  in  1964. 

Scheduled  for  completion 
before  the  beginning  of  the 
1972  fall  sanester,  the  three- 
story  100,000-square-foot 
structure  will  be  one  of  the 
most  modern  and  functional 
library  facilities  in  the  South. 

Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick. 
Northwestern  president,  said 
in  announcing  the  name  for 
the  library,  that  the  action 
was  approved  in  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 

A  native  of  Natchltodies 
and  a  member  of  a  prominoit 
Natchitoches  Parish  family. 
Dr.  Watson  Joined  the  Nor- 
thwestern faculty  as  an 
E>iglish  teadier  in  1934,  and  he 
became  assistant  librarian  in 
1937. 

Dr.  Watson  was  appointed 
head  librarian  in  1940  alter  the 
death  of  Miss  Scharlte 
Russell,  who  had  long  served 
as  the  university's  librarian. 
Northwestern 's  present 
hbrary  facility  Is  named  in 
memory  of  Miss  Russell. 

A  tireless  worker  in  the  field 
of  library  science,  Dr.  Watson 
was  one  of  the  most  honored 
members  of  the  Louisiana 
Library  Association,  twice 
serving  as  president  of  that 
organization. 

It  was  Dr.  Wataon  who 
headed  the  drive  to  establish 
the  Natchitoches  Parish 
Library  in  1940,  and  he  served 
for  several  years  as  chairman 
of  the  Parish  Library  Board. 

Dr.  Watson  served  as 
diairman  of  the  College  and 
University  Section  of  the 
Louisiana  Library  Association 
and  also  of  the  Southwestern 
Lite-ary  Association,  and  he 
was  instrumental  in  gaining 
passage  in  the  Legislature  for 
the  designation  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  as  the 
depository  for  all  state 
documents. 

Recipient  of  degrees  from 
Northwestern,  Louisiana 
State  University  and  the 
University  of  Texas,  where  he 
received  his  doctorate.  Dr. 
Watson  was  author  of 
numerous  articles  for 
scholarly  and  professional 
Journals. 

He  was  founder  of 
Restoration  of  Historic 
Natchitoches  Inc.  and  was 
Man  of  the  Year  in  1961,  He 
was  a  trustee  of  the  Qiurch  of 
the    Immaculate    Conception

Northwestern  State 
University  president  Dr. 
Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick  said  in 
his  annual  progress  report  this 
week  that  "1971  brought  vast 
changes  to  the  university,  and 
much  of  what  we  have  ac- 
complished in  recent  months 
will  go  into  making  1972  the 
most  successful  year  in  North- 
western's  history." 

Kilpatrick  cited  extension  of 
the  university's  statewide 
outreach,  upgrading  and 
expansion  of  academic 
programs,  improvement  of 
the  physical  plant,  increased 
student  services  and  rising 
enrollment  as  highlights  of 
1971. 

More  Students 
In  the  fall  of  1971,  Nor- 
thwestern's  student 
population  rose  to  6,268,  a  six 
per  cent  increase  over  last 
year.  The  enrollment  was  the 
university's  highest  in  recent 
years  and  included  a  15  per 
cent  increase  in  the  graduate 
school. 

"Enrollment  this  fall  ex- 
ceeded our  expectations," 
said  Kilpatrick,  who  added, 
"In  the  past  four  years,  we 
have  had  small  but  steady 
enrollment  increases  each 
year,  and  we  feel  this  is 
normal,  healthy  growth." 
Certainly,  the  most 
I  noticeable  changes  at  Nor- 
thwestern in  the  past  year 
have  been  in  the  university's 
physical  plant.  Building 
projects  totaling  $12  million 
have  changed'  the  face  of  the 
university  in  the  past  five 
years,  and  1971  brought  new 
development     and  im- 

provement   to    the    91&^cre 
campus. 

New  Library 
Construction  began  on  a  new 
$3  million  library  which  will 
be  one  of  the  most  modem  and 
functional  library  facilities  in 
the  South.  Three  old  frame 
buildings  were  moved  from 
the    northwest    side    of    the

campus  to  make  room  for  the 
sprawling  library. 

To  be  named  in  memory  of 
Dr.  Eugene  P.  Watson,  who 
served  as  librarian  at  Nor- 
thwestern from  1940  until  his 
death  in  1964,  the  three-story 
building  will  have  100,000 
square  feet  of  floor  space.  It 
will  be  air-conditioned  and 
carpeted  and  will  also  be 
equipped  with  elevators. 

Sdieduled  for  completion 
before  the  fall  of  1972,  the 
library  vrill  hold  a  minimum  of 
350,000  volumeSk.  and  is 
capable  of  accomodating  1,000 
persons. 

Several  parking  lots  were 
built  and  enlarged,  including  a 
new  central  parking  area  near 
the  Student  Union,  and  access 
roads  to  new  buildings  on  the 
west  side  of  the  campus  were 
completed. 

Some  of  the  university's 
older  dormitories  were  air- 
conditioned  and  renovated, 
and  a  land-clearing  and 
beautification  program 
enhanced  the  beauty  of  the 
campus.  Improvements  were 
also  made  to  the  university's 
farm,  dairy  and  stable  area. 
Northwestern  expanded  its 
Shreveport  campus  during 
1971,  purchasing  property 
adjacent  to  the  NSU  Nursing 
Dormitory.  The  newly- 
acquired  buildings  are  being 
used  for  campus  housing  and 
office  areas. 

The  computer  age  became 
more  evident  than  ever  during 
the  past  12  months  at  NSU. 
The  university  register's 
office,  bureau  of  financial  aid 
and  research  and  controller 
and  personnel  director's  office 
were  equipped  with  com- 
puters which  are  tied  in  with 
Northwestern  "s  central 
computCT  center. 

Brightest  Spots 

Academically,  1971  was  one 
of  the  brightest  spots  in  North- 
western's  87-year  history. 
Associate  degree  programs 
were  expanded  to  help  meet 
the  state's  net^  for  increased 
vocational -technical 
education.     And  the 

university  continued  to 
upgrade  its  bachelor, 
masters,  specialist  and 
doctors  degree  programs. 


Field  study  programs  were 
instituted  in  such  areas  as 
social  work  and  recreation, 
and  several  new  degree 
programs  were  begun,  in- 
cluding rehabilitation  coun- 
seling, radiologic  technology 
and  general  studies. 

The  clinical  program  in 
nursing  was  expanded,  and  a 
technological  institute  was 
established  by  the  university 
to  provide  two-year  quality 
educational  programs 
designed  to  give  students 
vocational  skills  which  meet 
the  needs  of  industry. 
New  Heights 
Northweslern's  outreach 
and  influence  on  education 
throughout  the  state  reached 
new  heights  in  1971.  More  off- 
campus  classes  than  ever 
were  offered  in  a  number  of 
locations,  including 
Shreveport,  Alexandria,  Fort 
Polk,  England  Air  Force 
Base,  Jena,  Winnfield, 
Mansfield  and  MarksvUle. 

A  Division  of  High  School 
Relations  was  also  established 
to  serve  as  a  liaison  agency 
between  the  university  and 
secondary  schools  across 
Louisiana. 

Northwestern       students 
enjoyed  new  benefits  in  1971. 
Women's     dormitory 
regulations  were  relaxed,  and 
no-hour    dormitories    were 
established.   A  telephone 
counseling    service       was 
inaugurated.  Counseling  and 
tutorial    services    were    ex- 
panded in   dormitories,  and 
planning  got  under  way  for  a 
vast  recreational  complex  for 
the  NSU  campus. 

In  athletics,  the  Nor- 
thwestern football  team  en- 
joyed its  sevoith  consecutive 
winning  season,  the  gym- 
nastics squad  won  a  her  in  a 
long  string  of  ational 
championships,  .  d  the 
basketball  team  went  to  the 
National  Association  of  In- 
tercollegiate Athletics 
playoffs  for  the  fourth  straight 
season. 

There  were  other  things. 
Lynn  Killen  of  McDade 
became  the  first  woman  to  be 
elected  as  a  Northwestern 
student  body  president  in  40 
years,  and  NSU  students 
established  two  not-too-Earth- 
shaking  world  records  —  one 
for  the  longest  telephone 
conversation  and  one  for  the 
longest  frisbee  marathon. 

For  Northwestern  State 
University  1971  was.  like  the

Northwestern 's  College  of 
Nursing  has  been  notified  of 
its  continued  accreditation  by 
the  National  League  for 
Nursing. 

The  Council  of  Bac- 
calaureate and  Higher  Degree 
Programs  of  the  National 
League  for  Nursing  informed 
the  NSU  College  of  Nursing  of 
its  continued  accreditation 
following  the  league's  analysis 
of  an  interim  progress  report 
submitted   by   Northwestern. 

Colleges  and  universities 
which  have  nursing  schools 
accredited  by  the  National 
League  for  Nursing  are 
evaluated  by  the  agency  every 
seven  years  to  determine  it 
accreditation  will  be  con- 
tinued. 

Representatives  from  the 
league  were  on  the  Nor- 
thwestern campus  in  1967  for 
a  complete  evaluation  of  the 
NSU  nursing  program,  and 
accreditation  was  awarded  at 
that  time.  The  agency  also 
requires  that  accredited 
schools  of  nursing  submit

Dr.  Carl  Kight,  a  1954 
graduate  of  Northwestern  who 
now  is  head  of  the  Health  and 
Physical  Education  Depart- 
ment at  Stephen  F.  Austin 
University  in  Nacogdoches, 
Tex.,  has  been  named  referee 
of  the  eighth  annual  Graduate 
"N"  Qub  Indoor  Track  and 
Field  Meet  scheduled  Feb.  4-5 
in  E*rather  Coliseum. 

Dr.  Kight,  whose  Sireveport 
Fair  Park  track  teams 
finished  in  the  top  five  at  state 
meets  seven  of  the  10  years  he 
coached  there,  will  oversee  a 
field  of  entries  that  will  be 
made  up  of  some  of  the  top 
high  school  and  college 
athletes  in  the  South. 

According  to  assistant  track 
coach  Jerry  Dyes,  who  was  an 
all-around  field  man  for  Dr. 
Kight  at  Fair  Park  and  later 
set  school  records  in  the 
javelin  and  long  jump  at 
Abilene  Christian,  170  high 
schools  and  30  colleges  were 
invited  to  compete  in  this 
year's  meet. 

IVack  coach  and  co-meet 
director  Glenn  Gossett  said, 
"We  expect  to  have  some  real 
outstanding  talent  in  the  field 
of  competition. 

Among  the  field  of  high 
school  teams  already  entered 
is  defending  state  champions 
Opelousas  and  Mansfield, 
from  AAAA  and  AA.

Are  Latest  Demon  Football  Recruits 


The  latest  football  signees 
with  Northwestern  State 
University  are  two  interior 
linemen  from  state  AAA 
runner-up  Winnfield  and 
a  quarterback  from 
Lafayette. 

Interior  linemen  Roy  Cot- 
ton .  6-foot-4 .  205  pounds .  and  fr- 
1,  225-pound  Randy  Strickland 

were  signed  to  scholarships 


by  offensive  line  coach  John 
Ropp. 

Cotton  played  defensive 
tackle,  while  Strickland  was 
primarily  a  linebacker  but  has 
much  experience  on  the  of- 
fensive line. 

The  quarterback  Nor- 
thwestern has  signed  is  Bill 
Alexander,  6-1,  180  pounds. 


Although  winning  streaks  in 
sports  are  made  with  the 
intentions  of  having  them 
broken  one  day,  Armanda 
Vega  is  concerned  about 
losing  his. 

Vega,  the  pint-sized  man 
known  the  world  over,  is  coach 
of  Northwestern  State 
University's  gymnastics  team 
that  has  won  six  NAIA 
national  championships  in  a 
row.  Despite  this  fabulous 
record,  his  proudest  year  was 
1970  when  his  team  won  both 
the  NAIA  and  NCAA  coUege- 
division  championships. 

"This  will  be  one  of  our 
leanest  years,"  said  Ar- 
manda. "This  will  be  one  of 
the  weakest  teams  Nor- 
thwestern has  ever  had." 

Depth  is  one  problem  that 
Vega  faces  and  another 
problem  is  specialization. 

"When  you  are  competing 
for  national  championships 
like  we  have  been  for  the  last 
six  years"  said  Vega,  "you 
will  find  that  we  are  com- 
peting against  big  teams  that 
have  their  pick  from  30  boys. 
And  not  all  are  all-around 
performers.  Many  schools 
have  specialists  who  compete 
only  in  certain  events. 

"I  have  six  to  pick  fi-om  and 
not  all  of  them  are  true  all- 
around  performers.  I  have  one 
boy,  Bryan  Jowers,  who 
competes  in  only  one  event." 

But  Vega  has  been  winning 
for  years  when  he  knew  the 
odds  were  against  him. 

"We've  competed  in  the 
NCAA  national  cham- 
pionships only  twice  as  a 
team,"  said  Vega.  "The  first 
time  was  in  1970  when  we  won 
it  and  the  second  was  1971 
when  we  finished  third.  I 
thought  finishing  third  was 
very  good,  considering  the 
teams  that  beat  us  out 
numbered  us  15  people  to  our 
four.  When  you  look  at  that, 
the  odds  are  really  against 
you." 

Armanda,  who  coached  the 
United  States  Pan-American 
team  this  summer,  is 
beginning  his  fifth  season  at 
Northwestern  and  opens  his 
1972  schedule  on  Jan.  22  at 
LSU. 

Vega  believes  that  every 
gymnastic  performer  should 
work  towards  becoming  an 
all-around  performer. 

"You  take  a  10-man  team 
that  has  all-around  per- 
formers and  you  have  a 
mighty  strong  team,"  said 
Vega.  "I  have  four  all-around 
boys  and  am  hoping  to  have 
three  more.  It  wouldn't  do  for 
us  to  have  just  specialists. 
That's  why  our  boys  work  a 
lot.  We  can't  afford  specialists 
who  never  work  all-around." 

Northwestern 's  gymnastic 
team  is  scheduled  to  compete 
at  home  only  twice  this  year. 
On  Feb.  10  Northwestern  will 
compete  in  Prather  Coliseum 
against  LSU  and  one  week 
later,  on  Feb.  17  the  Demons 
will  host  Odessa  Junior 
College  and  Miami-Dade 
Junior  College  from  Florida. 


TYNESHILDEBRAND 

Demons  Striving 
To  Make  Playoffs 

Northwestern  State 
University's  basketball 
Demons  "oegan  the  second  half 
of  their  1971-72  schedule  with 
a  101-88  loss  to  13th  ranked 
Southwestern  Louisiana, 
evening  the  Demons'  record 
at    7-7. 

But  losing  that  game  to  a 
nationally  ranked  and 
powerful  USL  team  isn't 
going  to  stand  in  Nor- 
thwestern's  way  of  gaining  its 
fifth  consecutive  playoff 
appearance,  says  Coach 
Tynes  Hildebrand. 

Following  Northwestern 's 
game  with  McNeese  on 
January  13,  the  Demons  have 
nine  days  off  for  finals  before 
resuming  heated  action  on 
January  22  in  Prather 
Coliseum  against  Southern 
State   of   Magnolia,  Ark. 

"We've  got  to  win  more, 
that's  for  certain,"  said 
Hildebrand.  "At  this  point  I'm 
not  going  to  say  that  it  is 
impossible  for  us  to  make  the 
playoffs." 

Northwestern  is  one  of  eight 
NAIA  teams  in  Louisiana 
from  which,  a  four-team 
tournament  field  will  come  to 
compete  for  the  trip  to  Kansas 
Qty  in  Alexandria  in  March. 

"We've  already  beaten 
Grambling  (the  defending 
NAIA  District  30  champion, 
83-58),"  said  Hildebrand.  "But 
you  have  to  consider  that  both 
Xavier  and  NichoUs  State 
have  good  records.  The  only 
way  I  see  for  us  to  get  into  the 
playoffs  is  for  us  to  beat 
Southeastern  twice  and 
Louisiana  College  twice.  And 
then  we  must  Iwat  NichoUs 
worse  than  they  beat  us  at 
their  place." 

Southeastern  and  I..ouisiana, 
both  members  of  the  NAIA, 
have  suffered  losses  to  Nor- 
thwestern in  games  played  at 
Prather  Coliseum.  Hildebrand 
said  his  Demons  would  have 
been  in  good  position  for  a 
return  trip  "to  the  regional 
tournament  had  it  not  been  for 
that  98-96  loss  to  Southern 
University  in  Baton  Rouge, 
the  only  time  during  the 
regular  season  that  NSU  plays 
Southern.
